SACRAMENTO, Oct. 13.—President 
Taft's first important speech In Cali- 
fornia was delivered here today from 
the steps of the State Capitol building. 
The President spoke in behalf of pro- 
posed treaties with Nicaragua and Hon-.

SEVEN REVOLUTIONS. 

In Honduras there have been seven 
revointions tn fifteen years. Its terri- 
tory reaches from ocean to ocean, and 
its neutrality is rarely preserved when 
its neighbors are at war. These con- 
ditions necessitate the keeping up, at 
great expense, of ite army. Genera 
arbitration treaties can have_little in- 
Guence over countries subject to these 
eonditions. The shifting of govern- 
ment from one group to another would 
weaken greatly the practical binding 


forces of such treaties and the uneettied 


eoendition of the populetion makes it 
necessary that a more effective method 
to secure tranquility and quiet must be 
found, and thereby the forces among 
these peopies for civilization 
and progress must be given full op- 
portunity to achieve their beneficent 
enda. 


Our experience with Santo Domingo, 
once a volcano of revolution constantly 
in eruption, suggests a possible and 
practicable method of meeting the 
same difficulties that are presented by 
these Central American republics. A 
study of the revolutions shows that 
their first object it» the seizure of cus- 
tomhouses through which import taxes 
are collected. The custombouses are 
the only sources of revenue et such 
times. and provide the sinews of war 


for the professional reyolutionist. With 


these as a basi« of operation he moves 
into the country and ultimate'yv and 
for the time being secures control of 
the whole republic. By a very fortu- 
nate arrangement. under an order of 
President Roosevelt, with the consent 
of Banto Domingo. and under an ar- 
rangement with the bondholders of 
that then failing and unfortunate 
country, Americans were placed in 
control ef the customhouser -~d took 
of the collection of the reve- 
.The arrangement was like a 
receivership, providing for the deposit 
of the funds 


to be applied to the payment of the na- 
tional debt, after it bad been scaled 
down to @ reasonable figure, with as 
much as possible of the fraud, waste, 
ang injuetice squeezed out. The 
United States undertook to defend the 
customhouses against seizure by re- 
bellious Santo Dominicans, and the 
fact that this government acted as 


\guardian—not of the people, not of the 


country, but only of the customhouses 
— was quite sufficient to make this re- 


success. Subsequently a treaty with 
Santo Domingo embodying these fea- 
tures was ratified by the Senate, and 
has now been nearly five years in suc- 
cessfu) operaticn. The revenues have 
been divided, some.40 or 45 per cent. 
applied toward the extinction of the 
national debt of Sante Domingo, and 
the remainder of 55. per cent. consti- 
uted a revenue for the country greater 
than it ever had before in its history. 
WELL SERVED. 

The Santo Dominicans have been 
well served in the collections of their 
customs by experienced and honest 
Americans recommended by this gov- 
ernment; revolutions have been pre- 
vented because no professiona! revolu- 
tionist believed it possible to oust fro 
the custom houses men who were there 
by direction and under the protection 
of the United States. Peace has pre- 


ivailed; capital has entered after peace; 


enterprise has followed, and prosperity 
is the result. We had spent hundreds 
of thousands of dollars each year in 
sending fieets of gunboats to t 
American and foreign property In San- 
to Domingo and Haiti against injury 
from revolutions. Now that source of 
expense hee been reduced to a mini- 
mum. Our responsibility, so far as 
armed interference is concerned, has 
practically disappeared. 

The lesson of Santo Domingo has 
suggested a similar solution of the 
dificuities of Honduras, Nicaragua, 
and some of the other countries in 
Central America. There have been, as 
I say, seven revolutions in fifteen 
years in Honduras. Her debt, ° the 

principal of which was originally $2¢,- 
900,000 in bonds, hes increased by ac- 
crued interest to $124,000,000, and her 
military expenditures each year are 
$600,000. The governmet has no 
money with which to make improve- 
ments. to build roads, to do any of the 
things necessary to progress and ci‘ili- 
zation. Her people are poor and 
the verge of starvation in @ land that 
ought to be blossoming with prosper- 
ity, and she has turned to us as a phil- 
anthropic guardian of the small coun- 
tries of our continent to assist in the 
adjustment of her foreign debt, to im- 
prove the collection of her taxes—in a 
word, to follow the course taken in 
Santo Domingo. The treaty we have 
concluded with Honduras provides 
that we wil) help her to secure a finan- 
cial agent in our country who shall 
settle the existing dept on a just basis, 
for every one admits the fraudulent 
cheracter of part of the debt and ite 
inequity, because so little of it really 
inured te the benefit of the country.

ON THE CUSTOMS. 

By Article 3 it is agreed: that the 
loan shall be secured upon the cus- 
toms of Honduras, and the govern- 
ment of that country agrees not to 
alter its import or export duties dur- 
ing the existence of the loan with- 
eut consultation and agreement with 
the government of the United States. 
By Article 3 a full and detailed 
Statement of the operations under the 
contract is to be submitted by the 
fiscal agent to the Department of 
State of the United States and to the 
Minister of Finance of Henduraa at 


atsuch other times as may be 
requested. By Article 4—and this is 


the important article—‘The govern- 


ment of Honduras se long as the loan 
exists will appoint frem a. list of 
names to be presented to it by the 
fiscal agent of the loan, and approved 
by the President of the United States 
of America, a collector-general of 
customs, who shall administer the 
customs in: accordance with the con- 
tract seeuring said loan, and will give 
this official full protection in the ex- 
ercise of his functions. The govern- 
ment of the United States will, in 
turn, afford such protection as it may 
find requisite.” 

A contract for the loan has been 
made between the government of 
Honduras and four of our prominent 
banking firms—Pierpont Morgan & 
Co., Kuhn, Loeb & Co., the National 
City Bank. and the First National 
Bank of New York—and the Guar- 
anty Trust Co. of New York has 
egreed to act as the fiscal agent of 
the loan. Under this arrangement 
the old deht of the republic, of about 
$26,900,000, is to be redeemed by the 
$4,500,000. The whole loan is to be 
$10,000,000, and is to cover this pay- 
ment of bonds. About $2.500,000 is to 
be used for internal improvements, 
The only obligation the United States 
assumes is to exercise its Judgment in 
recommending collectors of customs, 
and it reserves the right to protest 
such collectors.

We have 
progressed beyond the time in civili- 
sation when We can stand up and say 
of our neighbors that we have no 
interest whether they are at peace or 
at war. We are neighbors of the Cen- 
tral American republics. We have 
always felt it incumbent on us to 
‘help them out of their difficulties, and 
to intervene and prevent them from 
cutting each other’s throats. Our 
enormous interest in Panama only ac- 
centuates the necessity for our taking 
care that those countries so near the 
isthmus shall not be the scene of 
warfare which might threaten the usé- 
fulness of the canal. 


FUNCTION TO INTERVENE. 
For many years it has been our 
function to intervene here to protect 
foreign property, and to use our good 
offices to bring about peace. This is 
the one spot in the civilized world to- 
where there is more danger of 
constant war than any other. We are 
so situated with reference to these 
five republics that we are certain to 
get a large part of the trade which 
peace and the tranquil development 
must greatly enlarge. Whether we 
take formal steps to give us a right 
to intervene or not, we shall have 
thrust upon us in almost every quar- 
ter the necessity for intervening. Is it 
not better that we should step in with 
due authority and act with direct- 
ness and promptness to suppress war 
than that we slfould allow it to go 
on use we lack authority to in- 
terfere; and then, at the extremity, be 
called in to use force to prevent viola- 
tion of the rights of foreign nations 
which always occurs at a certain point 
of the revolution? I do. not care to 
discuss the exact boundary lines of 
the Monroe doctrine. It was an- 
,/nounced tn a message of President 
Monroe, and was really directed 
against the then existing Holy Al- 
ce, Which it was feared was pro- 
to assist Spain in the sub- 
jugation of her lpst colonies in this 
hemisphere.

It has been Invoked to justify our 
great and sometimes active interest 
in the settlement of controversies be- 
tween the countries of this hemisphere 
and the countries of Europe, and also 
the settlement of all controversies be- 
tween the nations of this hemisphere. 
The declarations of Mr. Olney at the 
time of the Venezuelan difficulty were 
emphatio—some people thought ex- 
treme—in reference to the responsi- 
bility which the United States thereby 
assumed for the entire hemisphere, 
and the rights asserted in the exercise 
of that responsibility. Certainly it 
does not involve any extreme view of 
our friendly relation to these re. 
publics to stand sponsor for and co- 
operate with them in securing such 
loans as are necessary to enable them 
to pay their debts and fo enter a new 
era of development and prosperity.

We do not guarantee the payment 
of the loans; we simply accept the 
responsibility of selecting the class

It happens that this at- 
titude, without further action on our 
part, enables those countries to make 
loans on reasonable terms. 
themen, is it not a good neighborly 
action for us to allow ourselves to 
become involved to this slight extent 
tn order to help these struggling sistor 
republics?

Is there not an ob- 
ligation higher than any of these to 
prevent the recurrence of wars which 
have deluged with blood that beauti- 
ful part of the world and have caused 
untold misery and unhappiness to 
hundreds of thousands of God's 
creatures? 

Having taken this step in Santo 
Domingo, and having shown how suc- 
cessful the method is in suppressing 
war, in maintaining power, and in 
securing prosperity, ought we not to 
extend the same assistance to coun- 
tries which have an equal right to 
look to us for aid and protection? 
In the promotion of this humane 
policy, the administration has done its 
part. The treaties with Honduras 
and Nicaragua have been negotiated 
and contracts for loans under their 
provisions have been tentatively ap- 
‘proved.

is for the Senate to decide whether 
this, the most effective step in the 
promotion of peace on this continent, 
shall be taken; whether the finances 
of these republics shall be put on a 
sound and stable basis, thelr citizens 
relieved of the discouraging burden 
of a debt largely fictitious and great- 
ly disproportionate to their revenues, 
and the portals of prosperity thrown 
open to them.

NEW YORK, Oct. 13.— Wilbur 
Wright, whose brothers, Orville and 
Loren, are about to begin experiments 
on the North Carolina coast with a 
new type of flying machine, was here 
today.

“There is no secret about this new 
machine,” the said.

votes. 

Belated returns straggled in today, 
among them being Modoc county's 
vote complete and: the suffrage ma- 
jority crept up slowly, but steadily. 
Tonight's tabulation showed it to have 
reached 2724 votes, with 156 pre- 
cincts still to be heard from. The re- 
sult follows: 

For woman's suffrage, 121,506; 
against 118,777. | 

Majority for suffrage 2724. . 

Precincts heard from 2975. 

Total number of precincts 3121. 

Of the missing precincts, forty-five 
are in San Diego county, the returns 
from them having been sealed before 
they reached the press. The others 
are scattered through sparsely settled 
mountain districts. 

There was a rush of newly created 
voters to register today, and during 
the early forenoon hours nearly a 
score of counties reported “the first 
woman voter in California” as having 
answered a County Clerk’s questions 
as to age, nativity and other qualifi- 
cations. 


of State Jordan, unofficially affirmed 
by Atty.-Gen. Webb, women who are 
qualified may register at once with 
the County Clerks and be eligible to 
vote at any election thirty days after 
such registration. 

Keen disappointment was expressed 
in several communities where “wet” 
or “dry” elections are to be held in 
November, too early to permit of 
the women qualifying within the thirty 
days’ limit.

LONG BEACH, Oct. 13.—With only 
;seven weeks intervening before the 
municipal election to select city offi- 
clals tor the ensuing two years, the 
political situation in Long Beach 
seems to be dead. Figuratively, every- 
body is up a tree and prospective can- 
didates are hiding in the bushes. If 
there are any receptive candidates 
they are keeping very quiet. In dis-

The truth of the matter {s that the 
old temperance bugaboo has become 
so moth-eaten and disheveled that it 
is a nightmare to both factions, and 
a new issue is sought, but so far with- 
out avail. 

Politicians for once are inclined to 
be sane and willing to let all the old‘ 
differences lie buried and unite if 
possible on ome uniform platform of 
principles and in the selection of only 
one ticket—work in unison for the 
progress of the city.

WHITTIER, Oct. 13.—The Whittier 
Walnut Association this*week shipped 
the first cars of nuts for the eastern 
market to be sent out this season, and 
from now on until the first of Decem- 
ber from four to six cars a day will 
be sent to various points throughout 
the United States, Five cars were 
sent out from the packing-house 
yesterday and today, two were billed 
to New York City, one to Missouri, one 
to Cleveland O., and one to Chicago, 
Ill. The nuts are all sold f.0.b. Whit- 
tier, the buyers are at the packing- 
house and the money for each car is 
paid to the association when the car 
is sealed ready for shipment. 7 

The Whittier Association is the iarg- 
est walnut association in the world, 
and will market over $400,000 worth 
of walnuts this season.

Puts Gold in the Channels of 
GLENDORA, Oct. 13.—The Glen- 
dora Citrus Association has closed its 
packing-house for the season after an 
Gnusually successful run. The total 
output for the year 1910-11 was 860 
cars of which 515 were navels, 310 
valencias and 35 miscellaneous, as 
against 520 carloads of oranges mar- 
keted during the season of 1909-10. 
The larger increase shown is due to 
the heavier yield of the more mature 
trees and the new orchards just com- 
ing into bearing of which there is a 
large acreage. 
Incomplete returns up to this time 
precludes a statement of the avergge 
price per box received at this time. But 
sufficient is known to indicate a high 
average price per box. To the grow- 
ers. however, the returns are very 
satisfactory, as they will receive much 
larger sums in the aggregate for their 
fruit than éver before. 

The packing-house will be subjected 
to a general overhauling preparatory 
to opening for the new crop which is 
even more promising at this time than 
it was for the same time last year.

SUFFRAGE REVOCATION 
PRESSED. 


N ANTI-SUFFRAGE association 

composed entirely of women with 

a strong auxiliary of men will be 
organized immediately in every coun- 
ty in California for the purpose of re- 
voking woman suffrage through di- 
rect legislation, ninety days hence. It 
was announced at the Woman's As- 
sociation. yesterday that the first meet- 
ing looking to this end would be held 
at their headquarters in the Exchang 
bullding, Monday morning at 1 
o'clock and it will then be decided on 
whose shoulders the brunt of the 
fighting will fall. 

Their plan is to wait until the re- 
sult of the election is announced by 
the Secretary of State and immediate- 
ly afterwards to put their petition in 
the field and to have it signed hy wom- 
en only. 

They stated yesterday that they are 


perfectly willing to abide by the de- 
cision of a majority of women in Cali- 
fornia and that they will be just as 
much interested as the suffrage wom- 
en in having every woman qualify 
as a voter, or as their registration 
becomes legal so that those who re- 
sent having the ballot thrust upon 
— can at least cast one vote against 
t. 

The women believe they will have 


signatures to invoke the repeal. They 
already have the signatures and ad- 
dresses of many thousand women who 
originally were opposed to the meas- 
ure. They are confident that their 
organizations in the North will double 
this number and that it will be no 
great effort to have a new election 
within ninety days from the day the 
present election is returned. —

UIETLY boosting Gov. Harmon of 
Q) Ohio for Presidential candidate

same State, arrived in Los Angeles yes- 
terday and at once proceeded on his 
mission among leaders of that party 
here. He came accompanied by his 
wife and registered from his family 
home, Batavia. 

“From the action of Gov. Harmon 
as Chief Executive of the Buckeye 
‘State in promoting much needed legis- 
lative reforms, he has proven himself 
a logical candidate for the office of 
Chief Executive of the United States,” 
said Nichols, who incidentally is chair- 
man of the Democratic Committee of 
Ohio as well as chairman of the com- 
mittee which is endeavoring to place 
Harmon in the running. 

“One of the worst things attendant 
with Ohio politics at the time Harmon 
took his place, was the system which 
enabled bosses to select the judges 
of courts in which they were oc- 
casionally tried and usually adjudged 
guiltiess of charges brought against 
them,” he said. “By giving his hearty 
support to the ‘judicial reform Dill 
that measure, backed also by a Demo- 
cratic Legislature abolished the pos- 
sibilities of further graft among the 
judges.”

There are some 
branches that, stretching out ten feet above 
the sidewalk in dry weather, will droop to 
five and a half or-six in wet weather.

RAILROAD CROSSINGS. 

Serious accidents on the steam and 
electric railroads during the time this 
body was in session, has caused the 
members to delve into transportation 
conditions with an earnest regard for 
improvement. Railroad crossings have 
been the subject of discussion until 
this matter was placed before the 
State Railroad Commission, with a 
list of carefully-prepared recommen- 
dations. This railroad commission de- 
liberated upon the grand jury report 
and investigated, with the result that 
every suggestion brought to their no- 
tice by the grand jury was recom- 
mended by the commission. These 
worked to better facilities for pro- 
tecting the public at - intersections 
with the railroad crossings and other 
similar matters.

CITY HALL SHORTAGES. 

In this final report we wish also 
to call the attention'to the grand jury 
investigation of certain of the Los 
Angeles city officials, an inquiry 
which was asked for by City Auditor 
John 8S. Myers, who desired the as- 
sistance of this body in investigating 
the irregularitiea. 

During the ‘past year City Auditor 
Myers has unearthed what must be 
considered startling discrepancies in 
some of the city offices.

These 
people did not return to Jerusalem 
as the result of their own wisdom or 
strength. Tneir going back: was not 
the outcome of their plotting and ar- 
ranging; neither did they repossess as 
the result of victory won, in battle. 
This * clearly stated in this book of 
Ezra in the declaration, “They build- 
ed and finished it, according to the 
commandment of the God of Israel, 
and according to the decree of Cyrus, 
Darius, and Axtaxerxes, King of 
Persia.”. “While their going back re- 
sulted from perfectly natural eventsa— 
Cyrus having conquered Babylon, 
adopted tae genera! policy of allowing 
all exiles to return to their own homes 
nevertheless, in this policy we 
discern the overruling hand of God. It 
was not a thing to expected, and 
yet it was quito possible in the nature 
and despotism of such a man. | 
Having recognized the fact of the 
divine activity, a closer consideration 
reveals the wisdom thereof. While it 
is perfectly true that the remnant re- 
turning was by comparison meager in 
numbers, and poor in influence, yet {t 
was @ remnant chosen and prepared 
by Jenovah, with whom qualits ever 
counts for mo than quantity. The 
nature of the edict of Cyrus was not 
compulsory. These men were not 
compelled to go back. It was left to 
their choice. Consequently those who 
went, ~ ent of their own free will, and 
were men who appreciated the real 
significance of their captivity as pun- 
ishment; and who had entered into 
the value of such .coastisement.

“naturalized citizen,” as used in the 
Constitution is broad enough to cover 
these three different"means of natural- 
ization of women is quite certain.

“Naturalization is the act of adopt- 
ing a foreigner and clothing him with 
citizen.”

ALIEN WOMEN WOULD VOTE. 

APPLY FOR FIRST PAPERS. 

The alien women of California are 
getting ready to vote. Several made 
application for their first papers of 
naturalization yesterday in the office 
of the County Clerk, and will be filed 
with Frederick Jones, naturalization 

officer. 

There is much misunderstanding in 
regard to the proceedings in such 
cases. A woman, if single, must sub- 
ject herself to the formality of nat- 
| uralization, provided she has been 
| born an alien and has not reecived the 
rights of citizenship by virtue of the 
naturalization of her parents. The 
government makes no distinction . be- 
tween the sexes. If married she as- 
sumes the citizenship of her, husband, 
whether it be by adoption or by right 
of nativity. 

At the time of registration she will 
be called upon to prove her citizen- 
ship if born in another country, and 
at such time it must also be shown 
that she has enjoyed five years of 
continuous residence in the United 
States and one year in the State be- 
fore the petition for a final certificate 
will be accepted.

4t was by appointment that I met the Secretary in his 
home facing Scott Circle, and our talk was more in the 
shape of a chat between business men than a cut-and- 
dried interview.

We do not pick our sailors up from 
the wharves as was done in the past, but we are now 
coing out over the Union and gathering bright, active 
young men from every walk in life. It used to be hard 
to get Americans to enlist. Now we have only to ad- 
vertise for volunteers and we get them. The popular- 
ity of the service among our new men began with the 
trip of our fleet around the world. That stirred their 
imagination. They began to take a world view of 
affairs and they are now glad to come.” __

From the outside, in speech, in mode of life, all 
these knitting women and all these fishing men are 
made according to the same unvarying pattern; but 


startling differences, even: startling originalities, are 


concealed under a sameness of speech and life which 
is something more than a set pattern, almost a fixed 
rule. The same observations, the same colloquialisms, 
the same mannerisms; the dress that is worn by one 
is worn by all; the dinner of one is the dinner of 
every one. No slave of fashionable society was ever 
more profoundly subservient to the rule of custom; a 
fashion . arising—no fisher could tell you whence— 
sweeps instantly the whole fisher population along 
with it, dominates them, and keeps them still, as in 
their fathers’ days, a people apart, living in their own 
way, dying in their own way. 

Their independence is: a very ‘remarkable thing. 
Though each of these Scottish r folk is “kin,” 
more or less closely, to half the rest, each stands pe 
culiarly alone. Their houses of gray stone, with the 
clean, cool, cuftained windows looking calmly, as their 
habitants do, into each other’s face, are their own 
property; their steam-drifters are their own; very pos- 
sibly with help from the local financier, but their own 
nevertheless; and there is distinctly a sort of indi- 
vidualistic- Socialism, if the term will be permitted, 
in the way in which the boats are manned and worked. 
The créw of each boat consists generally of the 
“friends,” meaning, in its Scottish sense, “relations,” 
of the skipper or owner; the “catch” of herring or 
cod belongs to all and is sold for the benefit of all; 
after each trip accounts are made up, and, after ex- 
penses are, paid, what remains is divided among the 
crew, so many “shares” being allotted to “the boat,” 
her expenses, and running cost, while the man who has 
nets aboard will take a bigger share, the amount 
varying according to the number of the nets carried. 
The crew, too, is dismissed each trip, 
each @ ‘new one is ehrolled;

According to all modern standards, these people have 


missed much that life could give them. They have 
been bred to “do without.” The question is: Do they 
gain thereby in real values? With the whole of the 
Moray Firth spread before them, they know nothing 
of the joys of sea bathing; building their own houses, 
they are almost unaware of the possibility of a bath- 
room being included. In the preparation of their food 
(a “diet” each meal is called) they keep stringently 
within certain narrow lines: ‘oatmeal, but not nearly 
so much oatmeal as one might imagine, the broth pot, 
and the shredded boiled-to-rag beef used in the prep- 
aration of the broth; potatoes and herring; unlimited 
strong, black-brewed tea, with, if possible, still more 
unlimited supplies of small sweet cakes and pastries, 
which, however, are all known as “biscuit” indiscrim- 
inately, the distinction being in grades, such as “fine 
biscuit” and “soft biscuit.” Imagine people in the 
twentieth century, within twelve hours of London, who 
consider Worcester sauce, when they have heard of 
it at all, as a sort of degeneracy and tomatoes as a 
sign of actual madness almost. In the matter of food 
they have moved hardly at all in fifty years. What 
their fathers ate they eat still; and it is likely that 
in this direction they will keep their separateness 


longer than in any other. The “bit of beef” is still an 
event of note and all mutton an object of justifiable 


suspicion. 
The Language of Tenderness. 


Their characters are, I believe, composed of an ex- 
tremity of tenderness rigidly concealed under an ex- 
tremity of severity. I draw my conclusion from slight 
signs. In the first place, they are very good to chil- 
dren and old people; the “bairns” and the “auld folk” 
are the legitimate objects of their display. Then their 
talk, though so rigidly confined to essentials, deals so 
largely in diminutives that one realizes that this is a 
sort of substitute for endearments, of which, properly 
speaking, there are none. 


diminutiveness, for he may be a “wee wee mannie,” 
“a wee bit mannie,” or even a “wee mannikie,” when 
we may assume that he has arrived at the limit of his 
smaliness. “Wifie”’ means merely “woman,” and has 
no suspicion of marital tenderness in ft; a “loonie” 
is a small “loon,” or boy—a baby boy, in fact; the 


drifters are often affectionately referred to as 


“boaties,” and all other words are subject to the 
diminutive ending in the same way. Certain words 


and expressions of ordinary talk are of great beauty. | 


You “think long” for anything which you are desirous 
to obtain, and it will help to make life “shortsome,” 


literally the antithesis of “longsome,” which is used in 


the opposite sense, if you do get it. 

Another very decided national characteristic may 
be deduced from their talk—the love of possession. 
In familiar speech the possessive pronoun is rampant. 
A mother will call to her bairns “Come in to your 
dinners,” and at night she will bid them “Go away to 
your beds,” and she will tell you with amazing modes y 
that the children are “away to their schools’’—there 
being, of course, only one school in question.

COUNTRY VERSUS CITY. 
[Macon Telegraph:] It appears that Maryland, 
where the population of Baltimore city alone constitutes 


more than 43 per cent. of the total population, was the — 


only southern State in which the population was divided 
about/equally between city and country. The per cent. 
of urban population in the South was only 22.6, and, in 
addition to Maryland only five States had a proportion 
of urban population greater than the average proportion 
for the whole section. Those States are Louisiana, with 
30 per cent. of its population urban; Florida, with 29.1 
per cent.; Kentucky, with 24.2 per cent.; Texas, with 
24.1 per cent., and Virginia, with 23.1 per cent. 

In 1910 there were forty-one cities in the South hav- 
ing a population of 25,000 or more. The increase in 
those cities in ten years had been at the rate of 34.4 per 


cetit. But the increase in that period in the urban > 


population of the South had been 37.7 per cent. 
Between 1900 and 1910 the urban population of the 
South increased from 4,508,385 to 6,206,598, a gain of 
1,698,213, equal to 37.7 per cent., and the increase in 
urban population in the rest of the country was from 
27,079,157 to 36,416,785, a gain of 9,337,628, equal to 34.4 
per cent. 
Although the South's increase from immigration is 
much less rapid than that of the rest of the country, in 
the end its white population will be the more homogene- 
ous and desirable for that very reason.

FACTS FOR GLOBE-TROTTERS. 


_ EXTENDED TOUR ABROAD AT LESS THAN 


By a Staff Writer. | 


N THE evening of September 22, 1910, three of us 

left the Arcade depot, Los Angeles, for a tour of 
about half the world. We had in our mind the 

plan to make the proposed trip at $3 a day each. After 
traveling about 14,500 miles through Mexico, across 
the ocean and through Spain, at the end of February we 

- found ourselves out 160 days. On Sunday, April 30, ap- 
peared in the Times magazine an article giving details 

_ of the trip to that date. Reference to this writing will 
show that we had spent for all purposes $1310.53, $8.20 
a day for the three, or $2.75 apiece. | 


From Spain, from March 1 to August 27, 1911, w 
traveled in 182 days more than 15,500 miles. The whole 
trip covered a distance of nearly 30,000 miles, or all the 
way around the earth at the equator and a tap a fifth of 
the way around again. The time occupied was 342 days 
and the total expenditures for the time amounted to 
$3240.03. -From the time we left Spain early in March 


‘| the trip, with the privilege of four stoppages, and saved

From Pa- 
ermo to Rome, a distance of not less than 450 miles, the 
ticket cost $5.50.

For the entire time we average $9.45 a day, or $3.15 
each. So we had the world as our own for almost a 
year at a little over $3 for each twenty-four hours per 
Capita. 
For each ‘person the railroad charges for the 182 days 
amounted to something over $240. Let us itemize this. 
From Valencia to Barcelona each fare cost $3, thence 
“to Cebere at the French frontier, $2.35, thence to Aries 
de Provence on the Rhone in the south of France, $2.60, 
to Marseilles, $1.30, to Ventimiglia on the Ttalian fron- 


tier $2.60, to Genoa $1.65, to Pisa $2.60. and to Rome | 


$2.35. The distance is something like 860 miles, and 
the total cost was $18.55. As I write a thoughtful per- 
son at my elbow remarks: “Railroad fares are cheap 
in Europe.” But what about the following: At Rome 
s made inquiry at the office of a great London tourist 
agency as to the cost of a circular ticket by Naples, 
thence to Palermo, around Sicily, back by Reggio de 
Calabria to Rome, and was given a figure that would 
come to more than $35 a head. I thought the figure 
pretty large. A few days afterward I had another clerk 
in the same office figure on the same route, and he 
made it $3 or $4 less. It appeared to me still to be too 
much, so I went down the street to a Parisian office, 
where I was informed (knowledge caréfully or care 
lessly suppressed at the office of the London agency) 
that if I would pay ten francs each for a “tessera” ticket 
I might save 25 to 62% per cent. of the regular fares. 
But I would have to make a trip to Florence and back in 
order to secure this low rate, as it was made to encour- 
age travel to the three great expositions then going on 
at- Rome, Florence and Turin. A requirement was that 
the first lap in the journey should be to one of these 
places. As we were at Rome, Florence was the near- 
est. This made the ticket cost about $1 apiece more for 
each person. Now note the effect. The “tessera” tick- 


ets cost $3 each. On this tessera from Rome to Naples,

THE “TAZIEH” LIKELY TO BECOME AS 
OBERAMMERGAU PLAY.

ASTWARD the course of interest takes its way for 
E the traveler, and some day the “Tazieh,” or Persian 

in Oberammergau today. 
Origin. 
: This play is given. in no other seeniaiiaiaitde country. 
because it commemorates the sufferings and death of 
Husein, one of the martyrs who lost his life while estab- 
lishing the Shiah sect of the Mohammedan religion, to 
which sect the Persians belong, or rather which sect 
they constitute—as there are —_ others of their special 
belief in the world. 

After the death of Sbiienad those who succeeded 
him as heads of the faith which he had founded were 
known as Khalifs. Of these the first was Abu Becker, 
Mohammed's father-in-law. Ali, the fourth Khalif, was 
(.e first blood relative of the Prophet to hold this posi- 
on. He was slain in battle by a rival; his two sons, 
llassan and Husein, were also slain in battle while en- 
deavoring to regain the leadership of which their father's 
death had deprived them. 

Thus very early in its history the Mohammedan world 
was rent asunder, and ever since the Persians have held 
to Ali, claiming that he was the first rightful Khalif. 
Among them, indeed, it may be questioned whether Ali 
does not rank equal with Mohammed himself. If asked, 
they would deny this, of course, but they almost deify 
him in their practice. A sick man by the roadside cries 
to Ali for help; workmen with a heavy load to lift call to 
AX for strength; the greatest event of the year com- 
memorates the death of the sons of Ali. 

With the martyrdom of Husein, the last of the two 
brothers, the adherents of Ali were crushed. With the 
coming of Shah Ismail to the Persian throne, 800 years 
later, they were in supreme power, and the efitire coun- 
try was soon converted to the Shiah faith. Inspired with 
new religious zeal and national enthusiasm, the Persian 
Shiahs demanded a vent for thelr sectarian fervor. 
Such a vent was found in the celebration of the anniver- 
saries of the most important events that history and 
legend recorded in the lives of Ali and his descendants. 
The idea of dramatizing these events came only gradu- 
ally; the plays are several hundred years old, but they 
were not always presented in the form in which they’ 
are given today, and indeed the idea is yet in a some- 
what nebulous condition, and requires time to bring it to 
a state of perfection. 

I say plays, rather than play, because during the first 

ten days of the month of Moharram, the month devoted 
' to mourning for these martyred leaders, there are two 


the evening. The leading purpose of all there plays is 
to represent the slaughter of Husein and his family, and 
ths deal directly with that event or with scenes which 
transpired during the last few days of their lives. 


The Takieh. 


‘Until quite recently tion =e were given in the pal- 
ace grounds. After the return of Nasir-i-Din Shah from 
his first visit to Europe he erected a theater building. 
Why he did not make ft like the theaters of the Euro- 
pean cities that he had visited, 1 do not know. Where he 
found his model, I do not know. Certain it is, however, 
that this cireular building, with its small, low, round 
© age in the center, greatly resembles the old Greek thea- 
ters, and it is an conser? quaint and interesting 
building. 

It is a huge affair, 200 feet in diameter and 80 feet 
high. 8S. G. W. Benjamin, the first United States Minis- 
ter to Iran, says of the Takieh, as this building is 
called: “If built of polished marble, like the amphithea- 
ters of old, it would scarcely yield to them in the beauty 

‘and impressiveness of its interior.” Comparing my own 
impression of a visit paid to the Takieh with a picture 
of the Coliseum now before me, I am inclined to think

The building proved too large to eustein a roof of 
earth, such as are common in Persia, so it goes uiicov- 
ered during al! but the ten days of the year when per- 
formances are given, Then it is covered with canvas. 

e Takieh will accommodate about 5000 people. 

The arena is for the women. With the exception of a 
narrow passageway around the stage, they crowd this 
space, sitting huddled together on the floor. There are 
three rows of boxes, which go all around the building; 
these are for the men. During the period of the play 
they are fitted up with rugs, curtains, and even pictures, 
gome of them having imaginary likenesses of the 
Prophet. At one side of the arena is a pulpit of white 
marnle, of the form universally employed in Mohamme- 
dan countries. It consists of a lofty, narrow flight of 
steps, protected on both sides by a solid balustrade, and 
terminating in a small platform, which is sometimes 
eovered with a canopy. The spiritual exaltation, or the 
age or rank of the speaker, suggests whether he shall 
eccupy one of the steps, or shall ascend to the platform. 
This passion play shows the promeness of the Per- 
sians to blend art with even the uncompromising sim- 
plicity of the Mohammedan religion.

Few foreigners have been permitted to neal the 
“Tazieh.” I have seen the crude plays given in the village 
theaters, but a visit to the Shah’s theater has been one

Hours before the time set for the veisinaibiik of the 
play the public portions of the Takieh are filled. Dur- 
ing the interval of waiting different mollahs or priests 
ascend the pulpit and exhort the people on the virtues 
of Ali and his sons. By these addresses the feelings 
of the audience are worked up to a high pitch before 
the actual performance begins. As in a camp meeting, 
frequent “amens” are heard, so here at the end of each 
eloquent period of the speaker, the people oo with 
a hearty “Ya Husein.” 

Husein in his last moments suffered thirst, Bo before 
the play and during the intervals between the acts, 
people lay up merit by passing water to the spectators. 
So mes the water is given by a sick child carried in 
the arms of his father, who hopes thus to oa divine 
healing for his child. 

The stage is small, and has no scenery. Plush potas 
covered with canopies represent the tents of Husein 
and his followers. But to the lively imagination of the 
Persians the plush sofas, the chairs covered with beaten 
gold, and the hangings of priceless tapestry, indicates 
only the reverence which Iran extends across the ages 
to the champions of her faith. And here, also, it is not

“This convinced me,” says one writer, “that the an- 
cient Greeks, and Shakespeare after them, were right 
in paying little attention to artificial aids to dramatic 
representation. There can be no question that in pro 
portion as the imagination is left to supply all the op 
tical details of a drama, the reality becomes more vivid, 
and the emotions are more forcibly aroused. There was

The Actors. 


as the Elizabethan actor,on entering, saluted the Queen, 
so the Persian actor makes a low obeisance to the Shah. 
There are noted actors who take the principal parts 
year after year. These are paid for their services by 
the “Master of Tears,” who draws a certain sum from 
the government yearly for the expenses of the passion 
play. -The performance is too sacred for applause; the 
necessary encouragement and inspiration of an actor 
is furnished by the tears which he makes his audience 
shed, 

Tradition says that the night before the death of 
Husein, Ali and Fatima, his parents, could not rest in 
their graves. Probably the idea of two figures clad in 
grave clothes, and conversing in sepulchral accents on 
the stage, was never before introduced into a drama. 

There are many horses in the action, and these press 
close to the crowds of women seated in the arena, but 
they are well trained, and no accident has ever been 
known to oceur. So intent are'the densely-packed spec- 
tators that they exhibit no sign of fear, though some 
times the sides of the camels brush the mantles of the 
women, and the camel is a particularly bad-natured 
beast, and one always given a wide berth on at peas ee 
occasions. 

The animals are as carcfully trained as the mes. For 
example, in one of the scenes where a hero returns from 
the battlefield scarcely able to sustain himself in the 
saddie, his horse moves wien slow and infirm step, as if 
also near death. | 

There is little sequence in the scenes or acts. The 
play is ended by the Shah, who rises to take his de 
parture at the moment when emotion has reached its 
highest point. 

There is an evident tendency now to moderate the ex- 
cesses of the “Tazieh,” but in former years. actors, ¢ar- 
ried away by the appalling excitement of the last three 
days of the drama, have sacrificed their lives. The 
events of these last three days are so sacred that so far 
as I know, no Christian has ever been permitted to wit- 
ness their presentation. 

There can be no doubt thet the 
this passion play, with the emotions it is well calculated 
to excite, does much to perpetuate the fanatical adher- 
ence of the Persians to their national religion, but it 
will be a matter of interest, I think, to see how long 
the “Tazieh” can hold its own against the wave of educa- 
tion and of religious liberty which is sweeping over 
Persia. The plays are given in a crude fashion in every 
town and village of the country; in these places it may 

in Oberammergau, but in the capital it is not improb- 
able that it will develop into other dramas on less sacred 
subjects. In its present state, it is not unlike the mir- 
acle plays of early English times, in which the dramatic 
art of modern Europe took its rise.. | :

THE COCOANUT OPENER. | 

[New York Sun:] In big candy factories they us. 
many cocoanuts. In removing the shells from these co- 
coanuts there are employed men who work at this reg’. 
larly just as they would at any other. trade or calling. 

A cocoanut opener works at a bench. Back of him 
are stacked up on the floor large sacks filled with co- _ 
coanuts. At intervals he empties a sack of cocoanuts | 3 
mag the bench in front of him and then he ones on open- 
ng. 

His only tool is a heavy all-steel knife, like ad all-rteel _ 
oyster knife, with a heavy solid handle and with the 
other end flattening and tapering into a round pointed 
knife. He holds a cocoanut on the bench in front of 
him and then with one whack of the heavy handle end 
of the knife he breaks the shell, opening it with irrezu- 
lar fissures, and then with the knife end of the tool he 
pries off the shell and tosses the shelled nut into a bas- 
ket at his side. An expert opener can shell a great 
many cocoanuts day. 

But the cocoanut opener is not the only ee: ae em- 
ployed at the cocoanut end of the factory. m the 
opener’s bench the baskets of shelled nuts are removed 
to a table, at which sit girls who take off the brown 
skin with which the meat of the cocoanut is covered. 
Knives made specially fér this purpose are used and 
quickly they cut off the skin and toss the nuts into othet 
banete, where you see them now, not brown, but milk- : 
white. 

Then the cocoanuts are dumped into a chub, down 
which they go to the floor below into the grinders, 
— break the cocoanuts up into, the required degree 


de 
of coarseness or fineness, and from the grinders they go 
to the cooking kettles, for the cocoanut for candies must 
be cooked before it is used. If it were used raw it 
would soon become sour or rancid from the oil that the 
cocoanut contains. When the ground-up cocoanit has 
been passed through the cooker it is ready for manu- 
facture into the various confections in which cocoanut 
meat is used. 2

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HOME FOR BUTTERFLIES. | 


YEAR AFTER YEAR. 


Pant Dispaten: ] Once again on their annual pi 
grimage, which never has failed in the last ten years, 
thousands of beautiful monarch butterflies, al] the same 
color and all the same species, swarmed on the limbs 
of trees in the yard in .«¢ rear of the home-of Mrs. Ww. 

D. George, Dayton avenue, yesterday afternoon, hanging | | 
in great clusters #0 thiek in places the trees seenied — 
spotted with brown. 

About 3 o'clock they began to come, hundreds in S—. 
flock, flying as straight as if guided by an unseen hand. 
Past hosts of other trees they flew unhesitatingly, and 
with an instinct sought resting places on the 
limbs of very tree that has been the tempdrary shel- © 
ter of thousands of their ancestors in years gone by. 

More singular was the quest of the butterflies of, for- 
mer years that had sought out this resting place over- 
night on their journey south. Nine years in succession 
—8o long has Mrs. George kept account—they came to 
one particularly long limb of a box elder in the yard, 
literally concealing it with their clusters. 

Other limbs on that tree were ignored as the butter 
flies yesterday ignored other trees in adjoining lots. — 
This was their resting place for the night—no other 
would do. Unerringly they found it, hanging low to the 
ground, and never did they leave it until sunrise. pa 

Last year this limb was cut off, so when the butter- 
flies returned this year the old place of vantage was 
gone and they clustered on the outer branches of this 
and other trees in the yard. But in the one yard , 
stayed, loyal though the old home waé gone. 

What guides them to one spot in St. Paul is a stil 
tific mystery made more involved because it is said byt- 
terflies live only one year, hence none from last year 
could have guided them this season to the trees. Mrs. 
George, who has watched them for years and has seen 
thousands come and thousands go, offers no enum f 
tion for the ever-recurring visit. 

“This butterfly is known commonly as the mith week 
butterfly,” said A. G. Ruggles, assistant professor in 
the division of entomology of the State Agricultural 
School, when consulted last night. “The scientific 
name is Anosia plexippus, and it belongs to the family 
Lymnadidas. It derives its common name because the 
caterpillar from which it comes feeds almost boise 
on milkweed. 

“These butterflies are nauseous to birds, and hence 
are able to congregate as they do with impunity. They 
have a northern migration in the spring and a Séuthern 
in the fall, different from that of birds in this way, thai 
the female butterflies come north about the time the 
milkweed begins to grow in the spring, lay their eggs 
and die soon after. Hatching from these eggs are the 
caterpillars that feed on the weed, eventually changing 
into butterflies, which fly still further north, where the 
females again lay eggs. | 

“And so generation after generation is produced, the 
adults migrating further and further north, until we 
find them Jate in the season often as far north as Hud- | 
son's Bay. wether grout Some ond 
fly south. 

“They are great fiyers, and we know they can cover 
500 miles at least, because specimens have been taken 
on the ocean that distance from shore. The monarch 
is a native of America, but is now practically cosmopoli- 
tan, being found almost everywhere on the globe.”

WHAT 


SAW AND HEARD THERE. - | 
By Kensett Rossiter. | 


HE first impression that flashes through the mind 
tne visitor tothe of Panama is that of 

the excessive heat. One usually inquires if this 
particular day is a fair example of the tropical climate. 
It is—whether one journeys there in winter or sum- 


mer, spring or autumn. On the Canal Zone there are no. 


seasons, save eight months of rain and the remaining 
four of comparative drought, throughout the year 84 de- 
grees F. is the average temperature. The nights are 
considerably cooler, and prostiations from heat are 
practically unknown. 

Everything on the isthmus, except the government 
buildings, the steam shovels ‘and the cana] itself, ap 
pears on a small scale. The houses, the shops, the 
horses and carriages, the natives, themselves, especially 

_ the policemen, are small. If horses were sold by 
weight the owner would be well pleased should his 
animal reach the 550-pound mark. The streets in Colon 
and Cristobal, on the Atlantic side, are small and nar- 
row. In Panama, on the Pacific side, conditions are 
similar, except that there are sidewalks, whereas in the 
former towns sidewalks are the exception. 

The ground is steaming, always steaming. The mind 
never fully ceases its astonishment at the verdure, and 
variety of vegetation. In his garden at Samoa Steven- 
son has said that the weeds grew a foot high over- 
night. At Panama, I believe, they must grow two feet. 
One of the commission men told me that if a path were 
cut through the underbrush, it was difficult to trace the 
lin€é a week later. Orchids and ferns are growing from 
the tree trunks, trailing vines droop from the branches 
and sweep along the ground, while runners that have 


work was done. Lynamite was tearing away at the big 
hill. Shot after shot, charge after charge, went echoing 
tnrough the valley.

‘Along the forty-seven niiles of railroad are scattered 
twenty-five towns, but, aside from their position as com- 
mission camps, they are of smali importance. Broken 
hulks of old French engines and machinery lie halt- 


‘buried along the track, in mute recognition of a more 


carefully-planned and more powerful campaign of sci- 
etice and resource. And yet many of these antiquated 
engines have been pressed into service, and are doing 
excellent work today. I talked to some of the boiler- 
makers who had been at work for a number of years in 
the shops, and they told me that much of the old French 
machinery was actually better built than the more mod- 
ern types the government is now shipping to the isth- 
mus. While it is undoubtedly true that a great deal of 
inferior machinery, which it would be impossible to dis- 
pose of in the States, has found its) way to the Canal 
Zone, I believe that graft has entered very little into 
these contracts. It is rather because some of the heads 
ot the various departments, while competent leaders in 
most ways, have, hitherto, had no experience in judging 
this machinery from a practical point of view. 

There is one man on the Canal Zone, however, de 
voting all his energy to the great undertaking, Whom no 
person may deceive, whom all the world loves, whose 
disitnguished bearing, and magnetic personality, carries 
with it a spirit as broad and noble as the canal itself,

It seems to be living back in that remote age, more than 
in the present. It has no hotels of its own; the better 


shops are run by Chinamen. High prices in general 


prevail. The only exception to this is carriage hire. 
For 10 cents one may hail a passing vehicle, and be 


driven to any portion of the city. The dusky driver 
clucks to his horse, and rings a bell which means: 
“Clear the way.”

States. Among the few traditions of the United States 
army |is the regimental punch of the Fourth Infantry. 
The punch of the Fourth is served on all holidays and 
in celebration of the anniversaries of the great battles 
in which the regiment has been engaged. Its recipe is 
a secret carefully protected by the regimental adjutant. 
lis effect is said to be deadly and its flavor so insidious 
that the victim is unable to realize his finish until abso- 
lute oblivion confronts him. ! 
The Ninth Infantry, the only American regiment to 
see service in China during the Boxer uprising, and the 
Seventh Cavalry, Custer’s old regiment, are the only 
regiments of the United States army which lay claim to 
a distinction for individual and conspicuous seryice as 
regimental entities. Whereas every British and most 
of the continental regiments have their own traditional 
music, their-own regimental tunes the army of the 
United | States has never even. developed fhese little 
ceremonial tunes. This is true with the exception of 
the Seventh and the Tenth Cavalry. The old Custer 
command has used “Garryowen” for its trot past music | 
from time immemorial, and the Tenth, the “Black Hus- 
sars of San Juan Hill,” play “There'll Be a Hot Time in 
the Old Town Tonight” when they pass in review. 

The “honors to the colors” are a part of the custom 
of the service. Most of these honors are today embod- 
ied in the regulations, still a few of them are unwritten 
and therefore more rigid in their observance. 

It is mot obligatory that officers or men uncover to 
the ordinary regimental garrison flag or to the bunting 
Stars and Stripes that flies over headquarters. The 
post or regimental colors are, on the other hand, ac- 
corded every honor. When on parade or at reviews the 
colors pass the reviewing party for the first time they 
are accorded the conventional sword salute. This is 
the regulation. The second time, however, that the col- 
ors pass the commander it is the custom for every Mem- 
ber of the reviewing party from the commander down 
to uncover. | 

Another- army custom is that the colors of the regi- 
ment, the standard of a cavalry squadron, or the gar- 
rison flag shall never touch the ground. When re- 
treat has sounded and to the droning notes of “The 
Star Spangled Banner” the flag descends from its staff 
the color guard stands ready to rescue the banner from. 
contact with the earth. It is grasped quickly and as 
quickly folded in the arms of the corporals. The‘ cus- 
tom of he service even decrees how the flag shall be 
folded.

” Fitton’s device consisted of a disk, on one side of 
which was shown the drawing of 2 bird, while on the 
otaer side was depicted in empty bird cage. So, when 
the disk was rapidly revolved on a silk thread, the bird 


was made to appear imprisoned in the cage. Here, for. 


the first time, was shown that persistence of vision 
whereon all moving pictures depend for their effect. 
The eye retains the image of the object seen for a frac- 
tion of a second after the object has been removed. 
Fitton called his model the “theumatrope.” 

“The next step in the development of the idea was the 
construction of the “wheel of life,” or zoetrope. a device 
consisting of a cylinder perforated with a series of 
slots. Within this cylinder was placed a band of draw- 
ings of dancing men. When this device was caused to 
rotate slowly, the figures seen through thre slots gave 
the effect of a dancing motion. However, the first sys- 
tematic photographs of moving beings taken at regular 
intervals were made in 1877. 

Another story is told of the first motion picture ever 


makes America the scene of the making of the first 
moving picture. 3 

As with many important things that have made hu- 
manity wonder, the birth of the moving picture was an 
accident. The story of just how a wager was made be- 
tween. the Governor of California (Leland Staniord) and 
a friend, as to whether a horse ever has four legs off 
the ground at the same moment while running is now 
the important link in Mr. Howe's records, which com- 
pletes the history of the moving picture's beginning. 


This was in 1872. 
First Experiment at Palo Alto. 


Edward Muybridge, who answered the question by 
an experiment in photography, brought moving pictures 
into exjstence at the saime time. Muybridge was in 
charge of the general photographic survey, of the Pa- 
cific coast of California. He was an Englishman, born 
at Kingston-on-Thames in 1830, and had come to Amer- 
lea at-an early age. He was asked to settle the point. 


‘At the Executive's Palo Alto ranch the manner of oper- 


ation of four-footed animals in their various gait was 
maile the subject, unconsciously to Muybridge himself, 
of the first moving-picture experiment. 

Twenty-four cameras were placed in line to cover 
each movement of a horse and rider. The camera shut- 
ters were moved by connecting pieces of string, which 
the animal broke as he passed. The strings were 
stretched across the path of the animal as he ap- 
proached the hurdle, jumped, and ran on. ‘the result 
was a series of pictures showing.each movement of the 
horse. It settled the argument, and caused Muybridge 
to think of what an important thing it would be to pre 
sent the photos in motion. or) 

To do this, Muybridge copied the method familiar to 

those who remember the toy known as “zoetrope.” This 
toy was a pasteboard cylinder with slits-in the upper 
section, and when it revolved rapidly it reproduced 
drawing apparently in motion. No photos ever had 
been used in it, the effect resulting, for instance, from 
a@ series of sketches made from the imagination of a 
man chopping wood, each movement of the man, from 
lifting the ax to its descent, having been drawn sepa- 
rately, but acting as a whole wher the zoetrope re- 
volved. 
To reproduce the effect upon a screen, using photo- 
graphs, was a mechanical feat which was finally con- 
quered, the’ movements of the horse being shown, but 
no background. Muybridge proved by this that the 
conventional drawings made previously of a horse in 
motion were wrong, as the horse did not use his feet 
and legs in the way the artists had represented them, 
and that, except in jumping, no animal ever had al! its 
feet off the ground at one time. 

This was before the introduction of the flexible film 
for the eamera and before rapid photography had been 
developed. Muybridge lived to see the wonderful mov- 
ing pictures of today. He must have enjoyed the de 
velopment of his crude idea in general lines rather than 
confined to the study of animals. Edward Muybridge 
died in 1904 at his home in England. He left with the 
officials of the community and his friends the photo- 
graphs and much of the apparatus used in his experi- 
ments.- |

_ SOME SPEED RECORDS. 


MAN MOVES SLOWLY COMPARED WITH SOME OTH- 
ER THINGS OF THE UNTV ERSE. 


{Youth's Companion:] Speed is relative. And the. 
speed at which man travels is even now low down in 
the scale of rapid motions. Begin with the slowest of 
moving objects and note the forms and conditions by 
which nature increases her speed. 

The movements of glaciers are negligible. The same 
may be said of microscopic animal life. ing to the 
visible forms of animal life, we think at once of the 
snail, which goe sat the rate of about five one-hun- 
dredths of an inch a second. 

The tortoise, aldo a symbol] for slowness, covers less 
than half an inch a second. The hare, which the tor- 
toise is fabled to have defeated in a race, runs sixty 
feet in a second. 

The best recorded speed of a running horse is sixty- 
two feet a second for a short distance. It is said that 
the tiger will cover forty-six feet in a second; the ele 
phant, seventeen feet; the foxhound, sixty feet; the 
ostrich, helped by its wings, 160 feet. But most of these | 
figures obviously are hard to verify. 

With flying birds, too, although many of them have 
been carefully timed, we cannot be certain that the fig- 
ures given are correct except perhaps in the case of 
the carrier pigeon. The record for a pigeon flying 100 
miles is about 125 feet a second. However, homing 
pigeons are said to have flown nearly half as fast again 
for short distances. For the eagle the estimated dis 
tance in a second is seventy-five feet, for the wild goose 
150 feet, for the swallow perhaps 300 feet, the swallow 
being the kisig of speed in the air. 

Without the artificial aids to speed which his genius 
has developed man is 6ne of the slowest of the large 
animals in getting over the ground. The fastest run- 
ning record for 100 yards was made at the rate of a frac- 
tion more than thirty-one feet a second. A mile has 
been run at the rate of twenty and a fraction feet a 
second. Ten miles have been done at sixteen and 
seven-tenths feet a second. The best speed of man then 
is about half as fast as the best speed of the horse. 

The superiority of man appears in his use of mechani- 
cal aids to speed. He has chained the swifter animals to 
his service. There was a man on the back of the horse 
that made the best equine running record. Even with 
so simple a contrivance as skates man has done almost 
@s well as the horse, covering a mile at the rate of 
nearly forty feet a second. An iceboat covered one 
and two-tenths miles in thirty-one seconds. This was 
at the rate of more than 204 feet a second, or about 
140 miles an hour. 

That exceeds the steam locomotive record of one mile 
in thirty seconds or 176 feet a second. But a train trav- 
eled between Chicago and New York, 960 miles, at the 
rate of sixty and twenty-eight one-hundredths miles an 
hour, excluding stops. Another train made eighty-one 
miles at the rate of seventy-five and eighty-four one 
hundredths miles an hour. High-power electric rail- 
roads abroad have beaten this, so may the monorail. 

An automobile has traveled a mile in twenty-seven 
seconds and an aeroplane has traveled eighty miles in 
an hour. Indeed it is reported that Vedrines in his 
Paris-Madrid flight covered eighty miles with the aid 
of a gale at the rate of 155 miles an hour, the record for 
human speed. 

The earth travels in its orbit round the sun nineteen 


miles a second. The sun itself, like all the other stars, 


has its own proper motion through space. Some au- 
thorities have calculated its speed at twelve miles a 
second. A few stars move more slowly than this; oth- 
ers much more rapidly. Arcturus maintains a speed of 
not less than 100 miles a second, and the star cailed 
“Broombridge 1830” travels 150 miles in the same brief 
time! But the average rate of motion of the stars in — 
Space seems to be not much more than that of the 
earth in its annual journey round the sun. 

Shooting stars or meteors move with a velocity of 
from twenty-five to forty-five miles a second. Comets, 
at the distance of the earth from the sun, move at about 
the same rate; but their speed increases as they near 
the sun. The great comet of 1882 swept round the sun 
‘with a velocity of 300 miles a second. 

But the speeds of the heavenly bodies are slow com- 
pared with the motions of the tiniest known particles of 
The sun would seem to stand still could we 
compare its velocity with that of the radium “rays.” 
These radiations are produced by successive explosions 
of tiny groups of the tiny atoms of radium. The “alpha 
rays”—being themselves infinitesimal fragments of 
matter—are thrown out with a velocity of perhaps 
12,000 miles a second. The “beta rays” travel still 
faster. | 

In the emanations of this wonderful radium we find 
the highest known speed of matter in motion. At 12,000 
miles a second it would take little more than two sec 
onds for a particle of matter to travel all the way round 
the earth. Look at your watch and note the duration 
of two seconds; then imagine that in a chariot drawn 
by “alpha rays” you have been round the world. There 
is hardly time in two seconds for you to think the jour- 
ney. | 
The highest measured speed, however, is not the 
speed of matter, but the speed of that etherft vibration 
which we call light. And light travels at the rate of 
186,000 miles a second! 3

Much of this matt¢ 
is of' interest to but a small proportion of newspapd 
patrons and to a large per cent. of readers of the 
House Beautiful, because it is strictly scientific. Y¢ 
the interested few may be misled by incorrect state 
ments. It should be understood that there exists ni 
fundamental differences between plant and animal 
breeding and even the details run closely parallel. | 
is well to remember that in all breeding it is 
blood that tells. 
In a late widely-circulated article the following ap 
pears: “Each child born into the world receives 
from its parents twenty bundles of inheritance trai 
These traits make up the whole child, physically an¢ 
mentally. Ten are contributed by the mother an¢ 


ten by the father—normally. But the mother has 


twenty such bundles of her own-—which she hersel 
inherited—and there is no telling which ten of the 

she will bestow upon any particular child of hers. 
This seems to be purely a matter of chance. The 
Same remark applies to the bundles contributed by

the father. Each bundle is different and represents 
_ qualities, physical and psychical, of innumerable an- 
cestors. And once in a while it happens that, where 
two children born of the same mother are concerned, 
she divides her bundles between them in such fashion 
that none of them is the common property of both. 
That is to say, one child gets ten of the bundles and 
the other child receives the remaining ten. Thus it 
is obvious that so far as their mother is concerned 
they have no inheritance in common. So far as she 
is concerned neither is kin to the other. And so far 
as common understanding goes one child can logically 
consider itself no kin at all to its mother.” 

This is a most interesting lot of “slush,” with just 
enough of truth in it to make it dangerous. Of course 
one child bears the same relation to the mother as 
the other and each possesses the same blood and in- 
herited characters. Those dominant or apparent in 
one are recessive, latent, or dormant in the other, 
and vice versa. If bred to the same male, the off- 
spring from the two might prove identical or they 
might be as different as the two sisters, but the blood 


would still be the same and “blood tells” for in an| 


extensive series of breeders doubtless every dormant 
or recessive character in each would appear in somé 
of the offspring. It is the same with plants. In the 
second generation, inbred, if the generation be numer- 
ous enough, every graduation of every character in the 
two parents would appear and in every possible com-

Your chickens are evidently suffering from. chicken 
pox, a disease which chiefly affects the head, appearing 
as an eruption of oblong yellow nodules, varying in size 
from a pinhead to that of a pea or a grain of corn. The 
larger usually appear about the beak and nostrils, the 
eyelids, and upon other parts of the head. The disease 
is decidedly contagious, hence ailing birds should at 
once be isolated from the remainder of the flock, and 
the yards and houses disinfected. It is thought that its 
presence is caused by damp and filthy quarters. Like 
many other poultry troubles, prevention is better than a 
cure. Sanitation is of prime importance in the rearing 
of fowl. For a remedy, wash with carbolic soapsuds; 
anoint with vaseline or fresh lard: For a well-balanced

Pavement Artists. 
AN OCCUPATION PECULIAR TO 
STREETS OF LONDON. 
From London Standard. 
" NE of the minor industries of London that is not 


if anything, are on the increase,and itis reckoned 
@mong the fraternity that there are now about 500 of 
/them pursuing this calling in the metropolis. Ten years 
ago there were certainly not anything like that number, 
and it is during the last two or three years (hat many 
recruits have joined the ranks of the “p:o. asion.” 

The pavement artist is a typical product of London— 


"jas typical as the flower girls in Piccadilly Circus or the 


hawkers on Ludgate Hill. There is nothing like him 
abroad; perhaps the nearest approach are the cadaver- 
oug young men who go round the cafes of the Latin 
Quarter selling wonderful daubs which might bring 
them fame in the ranks of the post-impressionists. The 
Paris variety is certainly more picturesque in appear- 


jan¢e, byt it is doubtful whether he makes more money 


than the London artist with his dirty pocket handker- 
chief filled with irregular lumps of colored chalk. 

The pavement artists are found all over London, some 
of them being migratory and others sticking to one pitch 
for year after year.. The desirable features for a pitch 
are a broad pavement with large-sized flags in a district 
where the police are not too strict, and where there is a 
constant crowd of passers-by of the kind who are likely 
to give pennies. The artist would like also to find a dis- 
trict’ where it never rains, but this is impossible. The 
summer ths year, however, has been exceptionally 
favorable to them, although it would not comfort the 
British farmer to hear that the pavement artist has 
gained a little of what he has lost.

Some Principles of Weed Control. 


| Beswtg may be roughly. divided into two classes: 
those which grow and spread entirely from seed, 
and those which, in addition to this, propagate by 
means of perennial roots or underground stems. The 
first class is made up largely of annuals, plants which 
start from seed, produce flowers and ripen seeds- the 
rene season, after which the whole parent plant dies. 
The pigweeds, tunibleweeds, marsh elder, wild” sun- 
flower, and mustard are examples of such weeds. They 


in hoeing, cultivating, pulling by hand and in some 
cases by chemical sprays. To prevent their going to 
seed is the principal thing. 

In ‘the second class are found the poverty weed, iron 
weed, Canada thistle and field morning glory. Such 
plants when ohce established, are very persistent and 
constitute our worst weed pests. 
up 
parts while cultivation in the ordinary way often serves 
to scatter pieces of the plant to other parts of the field 
where they may take root. The only remedy consists 
in digging out and removing every part of the plant, in 
choking it out by means of some stronger growing 
crop plant, such as alfalfa, or by starving the under- 
ground parts of the plant. The last method is accom- 
plished most frequently by careful and constant hand- 
hoeing and pulling, on small areas, supplemented by 
thorough cultivation on large areas. To be effective 
this method requires that every sprout which comes 
above the surface be cut off, or pulled or otherwise de- 
stroyed. 

The food of such plants is manufactured in the leaves 
that come to the light, hence if every sprout is cut off 
before the leaves have time to get to work, it is merely 
a question of one or two seasons until the underground 
parts are no longer able to put up new sprouts. 

Turning the infested area into a sheep or hog pasture 

for two or three years, especially if the animals are 
somewhat crowded, has been found effective in some 
cases, such as land sarested with the field morning 
glory.

Bubonic Plague. 


T HE doctors believe they have a genuine case at bu- 
bonic plague in Stockton, Cal, the suspected party 
being an Italian laborer. Following is from an Assocl- 
ated Press dispatch published in The Times: | 
“County Health Officer Dr. Friedberger, discussing the 
case, says it is undoubtedly that of bubonic plague. How 
the case originated is puzzling the local officials, but 
they venture the opinion that-a flea from an infected 
squirrel hopped on the laborer while at work in fhe 


fields, and that, as a result of the bite of insect. 
Bianchi became infected. 

. “Federal representatives are expected to ve |te 
morrow morning to dea! with the case. The ent is 


now being detained in isolation.” | 

Yes, but how did the squirrel get the plague . 

Again, here is a later Associated Press dispi 
The Times, sent from Stockton, Cal.: 

“That nothing be left undone toward sauteed the 
bubonic plague, which made its appearance in the south- 
ern part of this county several weeks ago, 1000 farmers, 
representing about 80,000 acres, have agreed to give a 
5-cent-per-acre tax levy by which funds will be raised 
to fight the squirrels of the district affected. cru- 
sade will be conducted under the avspices of the San 
Joaquin.County Medical Sociéty and the government ex- 
perts here. The amount raised by the farmers repre 
sents but one-fifth of the total cost of the campaign to 
be waged.” . 

Perhaps another attempt will now be made to work 
up a plague Scare, such as the doctors engineered in San 
Francisco when Gage was Governor, and exposed| them. 

It is quite: possible that an occasional case of bubonic 
plague, or any other disease, may be fovnd in this coun-| 
try, but as the editor of the Care of the Body has several 
times observed, there is no more chance of such a filth 
disease becoming epidemic on the wind-swept coast of 
California than there is of our growing orange trees on 
the sidewalks of Broadway. ¥ 

The bubonic plague, which carried off millions in 


Europe during the Middle Ages, when social conditions"| 


were. incredibly vile, is like cholera, and typhus, and 

smallpox, a filth disease. Germs are merely incidental 
to the disease, as maggots are incidental to rotting 
meat. If germs cause the disease, how 1s it that any 
one escapes during an epidemic? Ask the doctors that. 
Those who escape “take precautions,” you say? Bosh! 
You cannot quarantine against the atmosphere and the 
infinitesimal germs of disease that blow about in 
myriads.

Druggists make use of this affinity of soluble lime for 
sugar when preparing the official syrup of lime. Lime: 
forms a solution thirty-five times stronger in simple 
syrup than in the same quantity of water. If you want 
your children to have sound, white teeth, see that their 
diet is rich in lime and poor in sugar.” : 
- |\To the above the writer in the Dietetic and Hygienic 
Gazette might have added that meat is almost entirely 
deficient in calcium, which makes up nearly 50 per cent. 
of the mineral matter of our body. 


“Breakfast Foods.” 


D ESICCATED cereal foods are in one way an improve- 
‘ment over the oatmeal mush or “porridge” of our 
childhood days—that awful slimy, sticky, semi-raw 
starch compound, that has laid the seat of millions of 
dyspepsias in human stomachs. They are in one way 
better than that, but in another way they are less nour- 
ishing. They are, in fact, a starvation food. Writing 
‘in ‘his book “Vitality, Fasting and Nutrition,” Hereward 
Carrington says: | 

“No matter how nourishing a food may be, if it pos- 
segses little or no flavor it is comparatively useless as a 
common article of diet. It may be added, parenthet- 
icajly, that the so-called predigested foods on the mar- 
ket, made so by artificial ‘peptonization, etc., are prac- 
tically useless. They.can save the digestion little or no 
energy, since the bulk of food ingested has to be 
churned and handled by the stomach and intestines in 
any case,” 3 

There has been something of a slump in the “break- 
fast food” business during the past year or two. It is 
said that within twelve months a dozen of these con- 
cerns “busted up” in the one city of Battle Creek, 
where they located to get the benefit of the name of the 
big: sanatorium. This is not surprising. To buy the 
poorest kind of grain at a cent a pound, and sell it un- 
der some fancy name at 15 cents a pound was too good 
a thing to last. | 

Few people really like these insipid foods. They eat 
them because they think they are health giving, in which 
they are mistaken. If you want to eat “breakfast food,” 
the ‘best way is to buy fresh, hard nitrogenous grain, 
parch it in an oven, and grind it fresh as you need it.
